It was decided that repre- 
sentation should be made to 
the provincial government to 
lower tiic voting age and to al- 
low students representation on 
the Manitoba Council of High- 
er Learning.

Teachers in Hull area end walkout 

HULL (PEN)— The teachers controversy in the regional schools of Popineou and I'Outaouols 
has ended. 9676 students will be returning to classes. 



After such a storm, which al- 
most drove parents and students 
to fury, one is tempted to 
scream victory. The matter, 
' however, is not closed, and it Is 
still too early to see the differ- 
ence between the active and the 
passive happenings in these 30 
days in which students have 
missed classes through the fault 
of the professors. 

The fact remains, however, 
that the students' viewpoint has 
been systematically forgotten 
both by the strikers and their 
supporters, and by UGEQ. 

While professors and commis- 
sioners tried to settle their dif- 
ferences, the students tried to 
brganize themselves in order 
not to lose everything in this 
situation. M. André Allain, Pre- 
sident of the students in the 
Cour préparatoire aux études 
supérieures, first tried to install 
a bus service to take students to 
the Consortium Marguerite- 
d'Youville; where courses were 
proceeding normally. When, af- 
ter several days of conflict,' the 
commissioners consented, the 
students of CPES, who were not 
standing idle, organized them- 
selves to tutor each other. 

But, after three weeks of this 
system, and despite the high at- 
tendance (75%) at these impro- 
vised courses, some students re- 
signed and began to look for 
work. There are several oppor- 
tunities, according to these stu- 
dents. The remahiing students 
are now faced with hours of 



catching up and by higher 
school taxes. But, the students, 
who have proved their maturity 
throughout this controversy, say 
they are willing to face the 
work as long as they can save 
their year and their future. 

The teachers in the I'Outa- 
ouais regain returned to their 
classes on Thursday, February 
17, two days after the signing of 
the agreement. 

However, there is no agree- 
ment between the CSRO com- 



missioners ahdlhe teachers' syn- 
dicate concerning the method 
for the return to work. 

There is no clause in the con- 
tract which obliges the teachers 
to work extra hours in wdcr to 
make up for the lost time. It 
seems evident, however, that the 
students will force the teachers 
to give make-up courses. 

The teachers, on the other 
hand, refuse to give extra 
courses, unless they arc paid ac- 
cordingly.

The National Existentialist 
Student Party (NESPK found- 
ed and named by students 
from the Engineering Faculty, 
nosed out the Liberals by .3% 
of the record vote to form a 
minority government. 

NESP ran on a platform of 
campus involvement in Model 
Parliament, and against what 
they called campus apathy 
caused by the other parties. 

NESP leader William Eck- 
ford said the party was formed 
to show that elections were 

not being run on the proper 
plane. "We've been given the 
sign that the campus is tired 
of being left out of Alodel Par- 
liament," he explained.

No praise has been too exaggerated for 
the Justice Minister; newspapers, television 
and radio hove been hauled into service in 
order to present the man who at lost was 
going to clean up the barbaric mess that was 



Montreal. One national magazine even went 
to the extent of making him Man of the Year. 
Hyperbole piled on hyperbole to build Our 
Hero OS someone to whom all God-fearing 
citizens could look to for help and succour 
In the eternal war against crime. The Second 
Coming, it was whispered, had indeed come. 

Unfortunately, the facts are proving to. 
be recalcitrant. Liberal-minded folk are find- 
ing it increasingly difficult to reconcile M. 
Wagner's outbursts on the evils of capital 
punishment abolition with the whiz kid pre- 
sentation favoured by much of the Press; 
and the Justice Minister's tendency to in- 
voke the intervention of the Virgin Mary in

As the enemy of nefarious sweepstake 
ticket vendors and illicit teenage drinking 
orgies In Lachine, the Justice Minister, of 
course, leads the field. But when it comes to 
keeping important witnesses from unwilling- 
ly fleeing this earth, or helping nightclub 
waiters avoid having their heads beaten in 
by protection gangs, or ensuring that occa- 
sionally a nightclub is not burned down, or 
encouraging policemen not to threaten club 
owners V/ho show a reluctance to have 
night ladies on their premises, or helping to 
find that elusive dream peddler, M. Rivard — 
why, in these instances the Justice Minister 
has proved to be less than a whiz kid.

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Tax

Dear Sir : 

I write to you on the subject 
of the'' Great -Tax Swindle. In 
Montreal sales tax is officially 
6'/(. This means that a retailer 
has to pay an ad valorem tax 
of 6'/e on the total of all sales 
excepting some exempted arti* 
cles and foodstuffs. This tax 
the retailer levies on each of us 
when we maite a purchase, by 
adding 6% to our bills. 

The fact is that we in effect 
pay, on average, something mo- 
re than 6Wp and this extra 
tax goes Straight into the re- 
tailer's poel<el. Allow me to ex- 
plain. eVr is difficult to calcula- 
te on , fractions of a dollar, so 
all cashiers have a little table 
that goes something Vike this : 
On < 1 to ^16 charge <"! tax,

Now it shoud be immediate- 
ly apparent that if one buys an 
article for $1.51 and is charged 
^10 tax, one is paying 6% on 
the first $1.50 and lOOCS) on the 
remaining cent. Or, to put It 
another way, one is paying 
6.63'/« on the whole purchase. 
. Another example would be 
this; buy one article for t*3S 
and pay r3 tax, buy tlirne such 
articles on the same bill and 
pay i'7 tax. Should you buy 
these items separately you will 
pay c9 tax. 8.7%. 

The retailer pays his tax on 
the total of alt sales in one pe- 
riod and he pays 6%. Now this ' 
system of charging '^1 on each 
fraction of one sixth of a dol- 
lar is quite acceptable when it 
involves the last few cents of 
a weeks taldngs of hundreds or 
thousands of dollars. It is ex- 
cusable on large retail purcha^ 
ses hul most consumer spend 



ing is on purchases of under 
three dollars. In fact we pro- 
bably spend between ISÇé and 
20% of our incomes in this 
way. Thus we are forced to 
pay an illicit surcharge, which 
1 estimate to be, on average, 
MVc on all taxable consumer 
purchases. I will leave it to you 
to calculate how much this is 
for you, but for me it repre- 
sents some 25 cents a month. 

But, you say, this is insigni- 
ficant. Maybe it does not hurt 
us all individually but think of 
what it looks like on Messrs 
Eaton's and Morgan's books. 
But those companies which run 
charge accounts could be more 
just and charge 6% of total 
purchases each month even 
using this system, but do theyî 
No, they know when they are 
on to a good thing. Thanks to 
the government every retailer 
is making a nice little profit of 
.3% which he does not have to 
declare, is no part of his turn- 
over, which is in fact pure pro- 
fit. 

This, sir, is the Great Tax 
Swindle. A remedy ? Of course 
there is. That little table which 
stands by every cashier should

In other words where 6Ç!> is 
less than ^.5 charge nothing . 
and where it is greater charge 
Note that one sixth of a dol- 
lar is ^16.66 and this is the 
amount on which each cent tax 
should be charged. Thus each 
multiple of 16.66 should lie in 
the middle of the range within 
which each additional cent of 
tax is added. 

. This system could be weight- 
ed in favour of the retailer by 

reducing all the range bounda- 
ries by one cent. This would 
allow a small surplus which is 
acceptable because this system 
assumes a normal distribution 
purchase prices. 



There MAY be official rea- 
sons why we are now compel- 
led to pay the extra tax. The 
Government may intend this 
profit to pay the retailer for 
collecting the sales tax. If so 
let them say so, let us be told 
that our sales tax is not 6% 
but more.

Dear Sir: 

As a member of the poetry 
committee which helped to edit 
Forge, I consider it my duty to 
answer Mr. Goldberg's review 
of McGlll's annual' literary ma- 
gazine. To begin, Mr. Goldberg 
has levelled criticism against 
the editorial board of Forge for 
its choices. I will not defend 
the merit of the individual 
poems. I will claim, however, 
that the poetry published in 
Forge 1066 represents the best 
poetry, on the whole, o/ that 
subinilled to Forge. As our job 
was to bring out the best work 
of our fellow-students, as select- 
ed from those poems submitted 
to us, we conscientiously con- 
sidered all submissions. Four 
different individuals with four 
different sets of assumptions 
and values went into the final 
choice as il appeared last week. 

Mr. Goldberg complains tliat 
no long poems were represent- 
ed. No long poems were submit- 
ted. He complains of a lack of 
passion, a lack of novelty, and 
an insularity in the poems. He 
blames the editors for this, 
claiming that it is they who 
"shape the forms of literature" 
and have the power to "bridge 
all kinds of ideological gaps". 
Unfortunately we are not such 
titans. The quality of the edi- 
tion depends on the strength 
of the submissions and not on 
us. We can only select the- best 
of what we receive. We cannot 
create the magazine on our 
own. This edition of Force re- 
presents the best of what we, 
the editors, received. 



Mr. Goldberg suggests that 
perhaps the magazine might not 
have been published. I feel 
that we have an obligation to 
get at least one edition of Forge 
out per year because we do 
work under the assiiwipdoit that 
the students-at-large want to 
read the writings of their fel- 
lows and because the publica- 
tion of their work gives the 
student poet the incentive to 
continue writing and perhaps 
to develop into the Yeats and 
Eliols. Surely Mr. Goldberg has 
set his expectations beyond the 
realm of probability, for we 
cannot expect the students to 
write like Yeats and Eliot. At 
least, not yet ! 

In conclusion, I think Mr. 
Goldberg would have been bet- 
ter off to evaluate the present 
!dition of Forge as it stands, 
and not to criticize irrespon- 
sibly the work of the editors. I 
still would ' like to see some 
penetrating criticism of tiie in- 
dividual poems and prose pie- 
ces, which Mr. Goldberg merely 
glossed over in tolo.

I would like to make a com- 
ment regardhig your recent 
news article on student volun- 
teers and mental patients, not 
so much to challenge any of the 
statements as to make a minor- 
ity report on one small corner 
of the project. 

When I was asked a number 
of months ago if I wished the 
participation of McGill students 
as auxiliaries in our treatment 
program, I accepted with some 
considerable reservations, not 
because I doubted the sincerity 
of the offer but rather because 
working with chronically ill and 
usually depressed peoplè in the 
community often requires con- 
siderable judgment and enthnsi- 
ssra, and ability to often work 



in isolation, considerable quali- 
ties not easily found even in 
the professionally trained. 

Of the eleven names which 
were originally given to me, 
slightly more than half have 
accepted specific projects with 
families in the community and 
have worked at these with what 
has been to me a highly gratify- 
ing degree of initiative, enthusi- 
asm and sound personal judg- 
ment. It is possible that with 
better supervision on our part 
the total group might have 
found opportunities for service, 
but this is, of course, a question 
which cannot be answered. In 
addition to this, and outside the 
regular program directed by 
Miss Perley, one of your frater- 
nities (KRT) has completely re- 
decorated the apartment of one 
of our patients, and in doing so 
has done wonders for her 
morale.
